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Waldie Legislation Seeks 
Mental Retardation Aid 


Jerowa R. Waldie, majority 
leader of the Assembly and 
chairman of the Assembly's 
special committee on mental 
health services, has announ 
ced he will introduce legisla 
tion to enact several major 
parts of the recently released 
proposals of the California 
Study Commission on Mental 
Retardation 

Waldie said that he plans to 
introduce legislation to enact 
the two highest priority items 
listed by the Study Commis 
Sion. The bills Waldie will pre 
sent will create Regional Diag 
nostic-Counseling-Service Cen 
ters for the mentally retarded 

“The purpose of these cen- 
ters," Waldie said, “will be to 
— families with retarded 
children who would normally 
be forced to place their chil 
dren in a State hospital, to 
keep the child at home or in a 
local foster home or residen- 
tial facility.” 

Under provisions of the plan, 
the State will shift its respon. 
sibility from the time when a 
child enters the State Hos 
pital, to the time when expert 
diagnosis establishes the fact 
that he needs specialired care 
State funds will be used to 
help families purchase the 
services they need to care for 
their children in their own 
communities and the regional 
centers will provide the coun- 
seling and guidance to help 

eatin select the proper 
services.
